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Ford veto would greet 
'bailout' for New York 


Mutilation reported 
on Cole Camp farm 


COLE CAMP — The latest possible case 
of cattle mutilation in the central Missouri 
area was discovered on the Harold Goosen 
farm, located about two miles northeast of 
here, Tuesday afternoon. 
, Benton County Deputy Sheriff Bob 
Crenshaw said the animal, last seen alive 
Friday by Goosen, 
was found Tuesday 
afternoon. The heifer’s rectum, sexual 
organs and right ear were missing, he said. 
Crenshaw said he was not convinced the 
animal had been mutiliated by a human, 
due to the deteriorated condition of the 
body. 
An autopsy was to be performed on the 
carcass Wednesday afternoon by a Cole 
t Camp veterinarian, Dr. Donald Heimsoth, 
to try to determine the exact cause of 
death. 
No sign of a struggle or blood was found 
at the scene, Crenshaw said. Vaughn 
Lumpe, of the state veterinarian's office in 
Jefferson City, viewed the carcass, but no 
definite conclusions have been drawn, 
Crenshaw said, indicating it was hoped the 
autopsy will shed more light on the case. 


The first supposed case 
of cattle 
mutilation in the Pettis County area was 
discovered about 4 p.m. Monday on the 
Julian H. Bagby farm, located about IV2 
miles northeast of Green Ridge. 
W. C. Askew, manager of the farm, said 
the animal was found by Kevin Eilks, a 
herdsman, and had last been seen alive 
Thursday by Eilks. 
The bull’s sex organ reportedly had been 
removed and was the only evident sign of 
mutilation. It was assumed by Sheriff 
Emmett Fairfax and Askew that the 
animal was killed by a large tranquilizer 
dose. 
Another case investigated by Fairfax's 
office involved a heifer found dead on A1 
Futscher farm, located on South Grand 
Avenue, on Sunday. 
That animal’s left ear and horn were 
missing and there appeared to be a cut on 
the animal’s stomach. However, Fairfax 
said deterioration of the carcass prevented 
determination of the exact cause of death

Employment in state 
increases by 24,500 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. (A P) — 
Prelim inary figures compiled by the 
Department of Labor and Industrial 
Relations show total employment in Mis­ 
souri rose by 24,500 persons in Sep­ 
tember, and dropped the unemployment 
rate to 6.4 per cent from August’s 7 per 
cent. 


Although today’s labor statistics show 
a turnaround in employment, the rate is 
far from the 4.1 per cent jobless rate of 
September, 1974. 


September is a month which normally 
experiences a seasonal increase in 
employment, due partially to the reopen­ 
ing of schools. 
Average weekly earnings for Mis­ 
souri’s manufacturing production and re­ 
lated workers increased $6.22 from 
$186.33 in August to $192.55 in September. 
During a meeting between Gov. Christ- 


topher S. Bond and his 14 department 
directors today, Alfred Sikes, head of the 
Department of Consumer Affairs, re­ 
ported that through the work of one of his 
divisions, 800 new jobs have been 
brought to the state since July. 
Sikes also said the Division of Com­ 
munity and Industrial Development has 
seven other “ very active” prospects that 
could provide another 1,500 jobs in the 
state. 
“ The upturn in economic activity has 
made our people much more optimistic” 
about being able to meet the goal of 5,000 
new jobs by the end of June. 
The governor again cited the need for 
funding of an overseas trade office, 
aimed at increasing exports of Missouri 
products and foreign investments within 
the state. The legislature, which ap­ 
proved creation of such an office, has, 
however, declined to specifically author­ 
ize money for it. 


WASHINGTO (A P) - President Ford 
pledged today the federal government 
will help assure police and fire protec­ 
tion for New York City residents if the ci­ 
ty defaults on its debts, but he said he 
will veto any bill that would bail the city 
out financially. 


“ I can tell you now that I ’m prepared 
to veto any bill that has as its purpose a 
federal bailout of New York City to pre­ 
vent a default,” Ford said in remarks 
prepared for the National Press Club 
here. 
But in a lengthy speech on the pro­ 
blems of the nation’s largest city, Ford 
said he w ill submit legislation to 
Congress impowering federal courts “ to 
preside over an orderly reorganization of 
New York City’s financial affairs — 
should that become necessary. ”

Political motives 
Reagan to skip Ford dinner 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is traveling to Los Angeles tonight 
for a Republican party fund-raiser, but 
Ronald Reagan, a sponsor of the event, is 
staying away out of concern that a joint 
appearance might undercut his White 
House challenge. 
Ford’s two-day political mission 
marks his first trip to California since a 
woman allegedly tried to shoot him out­ 
side a San Francisco hotel five weeks 
ago. He makes an appearance at the 
hotel Thursday. 
This time, Ford’s crowd exposure is 
being held to a minimum, meaning about 
the only people to see him will be some 
2,000 persons who paid $250 for tonight’s 
dinner and a Thursday luncheon in San 
Francisco. 
On Sept. 22, Sara Jane Moore allegedly 
tried to shoot Ford as he left the St. Fran­ 
cis Hotel in San Francisco. In Sacramen- 


to on Sept. 5, Lynette Alice Fromme 
pointed a gun at Ford as he walked near 
the state Capitol. Both are charged with 
attempted assassination of a president. 
Reagan, the former California gov­ 
ernor, will be in both Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. And he is listed among 
cochairmen of the two funcf-raisers, 
which are being staged to raise money 
for the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee. 
But a Reagan campaign source said he 
is skipping the affairs because some con­ 
servatives interpreted his plans to ap­ 
pear with the President as evidence that 
he might drop his planned challenge to 
Ford. 
Reagan is expected to announce late 
next month that he will run against Ford 
for the 1976 Republican presidential 
nomination. 
While Ford performs for GOP donors, 


Reagan plans to spend this evening with 
John P. Sears, the Washington lawyer 
running Reagan’s undeclared campaign. 


Reagan is to be in San Francisco on 
Thursday for a speech. 
While Ford is appearing as a party 
fund-raiser, he is traveling at GOP ex­ 
pense. California is a key presidential 
primary state, staging the last major 
contest before the presidential nominat­ 
ing conventions. 
Stuart Spencer, directing operations 
for the President Ford Committee, said 
the Ford campaign is well-organized in 
Reagan’s home state. 
“ If the primary election was held to­ 
day, it would be 50-50,” he said. 
Ford is slated to fly to San Francisco 
on Thursday for the luncheon, then will 
stop in Milwaukee for another fund­ 
raising dinner Thursday night, returning 
to Washington at 1:30 a.m. Friday. 


Ford also said that in the event of de­ 
fault, “ the fédéral government will work 
with the court to assure that police, fire 
and other essential services for the pro­ 
tection of life and property in New York 
are maintained.” 


The proposed legislation would amend 
the federal bankruptcy laws and would 
allow New York City, with approval from 
New York state, to petition the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court in New York when and if it is 
no longer able to pay its debts. 
The petition would be accompanied by 
proposals for “ an adjustment” of the 
city’s debts with its creditors. Once those 
conditions are met, the federal court 
then would be authorized to accept 
jurisdiction of the case and there would 
be an automatic moratorium on suits by 
creditors so that the essential functions 


of New York City would not be disruDted. 
Ford said the court would be em­ 
powered to authorize issuance of new 
debt certificates for new loans to the city 
which would be paid out of future rev­ 
enues before payment to other creditors 
on existing debt certificates. 
Ford said his proposed legislation will 
not, by itself, put the New York City’s af­ 
fairs in order. A New York City default 
on its debts now could come as early as 
Nov. 14 when the next debt payments are 
scheduled, city and state officials say. 
Ford said he is convinced that New 
York City and New York State can take 
actions to avoid financial collapse. 
“They must either increase revenues 
or cut expenditures or devise some com­ 
bination that will bring them to a sound 
financial position ... if they are taken, 
Sadat wants talks 
reopened in Geneva 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat says the Geneva 
talks on the Middle East should be re­ 
sumed and that the United States should 
relax its opposition to a Palestinian 
Liberation Organization role in those 
talks. 
Sadat, scheduled to fly to New York Ci­ 
ty to address the United Nations today, 
said the Ford administration should ac­ 
cept the PLO as “ an equal partner” in 
the Geneva conference and called on the 
United States to “ start the dialogue” 
toward that end. 
Sadat w ill not receive an official 
welcome from Mayor Abraham D. 
Beame when he arrives in New York 
because of Egypt’s support of a U N. re­ 
solution that would label Zionism a form 
of racism. 
Beame has said participation in the 
welcome would be “ an act of hypocrisy ” 
on his part and, despite heavy pressure 
from the State Department, has declined 
to attend the ceremony. A White House 
spokesman said President Ford regrets 
the mayor’s decision. 
The pending resolution also drew fire 
from the U.S. Senate on Sadat’s last full 
day in Washington. The chamber passed 
without dissent a measure condemning 


the resolution and urging the U.N. 
General Assembly to defeat it if a vote 
comes. 
On the Geneva talks, which have been 
dormant during shuttle diplomacy by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 
Sadat told reporters: “ I urge a dialogue 
between the United States and the 
Palestinians because the United States is 
the main party in this game.” 
He said he would not urge PLO re­ 
cognition of Israel — a U.S. goal — say­ 
ing, “ I am not ready at all to put pres­ 
sure on the Palestinians for the simple 
reason that they are denied everything 
for 27 years.” 
Diplomatic sources said it would take 
about two months to get the Middle East 
conference going if all sides approved. In 
the meantime, Sadat expects one more 
effort by Kissinger for an Israeli 
withdrawal on the Syrian front. 
It was also learned that Ford has de­ 
cided to ask Congress to increase 
economic aid to Egypt to $750 million, 
more than double the current level of 
$300 million. An additional $98.1 million 
in farm products, under the Food for 
Peace Program, will go to Egypt, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture an­ 
nounced. 


Autumn chores 


New York City will, with the assistance 
of the legislation I am proposing, be able 
to restore itself as a fully solvent opera­ 
tion,” Ford said. 


Ford said his plan would not result in 
the city’s creditors, such as banks and 
pension funds, being “ wiped out.” “ How 
much they will be hurt will depend upon 
the future conduct of the city’s leaders,” 
Ford said. 
He also said that for the millions of re­ 
sidents of New York, “There may be 
some temporary inconveniences, but 
that will be true of any solution that is 
adopted.” 


The financial community might ex­ 
perience some temporary difficulties 
from a default by the city, but the dif­ 
ficulties should not be large or long last­ 
ing, Ford added.

index dips

WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern­ 
ment’s index designed to anticipate 
future economic trends sustained its first 
drop in seven months during September, 
contradicting other signals showing con­ 
tinued economic growth at least into next 
year, the Commerce Department said to­ 
day. 
The department said its index of lead­ 
ing economic indicators, a composite of 
a dozen statistics, dropped nine-tenths of 
1 per cent in September, in contfast to an 
eight-tenths of 1 per cent advance in 
August. 


The decline, however, was not a sure 
signal of a halt in economic recovery 
Only 11 of the 12 items in the index were 
available for the September report, and 
the index is subject to later revision 


The August increase, for example, was 
initially reported last month as no 
change. 


Most analysts consider a three-month 
trend in the indicator necessary to 
establish the foreshadowing of a turn­ 
around in the economy. 


In another report, the department said 
the nation’s trade computed in its 
balance of payments accounts showed 
$2.3 billion surplus for the 3-month period 
ending ih September. 
That was off from the $3.3 billion sur­ 
plus iri the previous quarter and 
represented the third consecutive 
quarterly surplus. 
The department reported Tuuesday 
the foreign trade surplus for September 
was $976.4 million, compared to $1.04 bil­ 
lion in August. That figure was for only 
one month and included military trade, 
which was excluded from today’s report.

The stomach is 
coated with a protective mucus 
that prevents the acid digestive 
juice from burning its lining, 
but the lower esophagus (food 
tube) where it joins the stomach 
does not.

A 
cancer is a wild, unorganized 
growth of cells, which may be 
thyroid cells, breast cells, liver 
cells, lung cells, brain cells or 
any other. The cancer will have 
some 
of 
the 
cellular 
characteristics of the normal 
cells of the organ it started in. 
The primary cancer, such as 
lung cancer, can then spread to 
other parts of the body and the 
areas of spread will look much 
like the original cancer. 
The 
symptoms 
depend 
entirely on the type of cancer, 
where it is located and the 
amount of spread. A small 
cancer of the lungs may cause 
no symptoms at all until it has 
begun to spread. This is why 
regular 
examinations 
are 
important. The same may be 
said of a small, cancerous lump 
in the breast; other than the 
lump there are usually no 
symptoms at first. A small lump 
in the liver may cause no 
symptoms. This is unfortunate. 
If all cancers actually hurt when 
they started they could be found 
early and that would lead to life- 
saving treatment. 
So, you are left with signs, 
such as unexplained weight 
loss, bleeding from the bowel or 
female 
organs, 
persistent 
cough, change in bowel habits 
and change in a persistent 
hoarse voice. These and other 
signs 
are 
important, 
but 
because early cancers often 
cause no specific symptoms, 
early detection depends entirely 
upon regular examinations even 
in apparently healthy people.

Breast feeding helps 
prevent tooth decay

CHICAGO (AP) — Breast 
feeding babies can help pre­ 
vent tooth decay, a dental 
scientist said Tuesday. 
“ It is in infancy that the 
groundwork is laid for future 
dental health problems,” he 
said. 
The scientist, Dr. Julius Oz- 
ick of New Rochelle, N.Y., a 
dental faculty member at 
New York University, spoke 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Dental Association. 
“ Human mother’s milk was 
designed to be consumed by 
infants and cow milk was de­ 
signed to be consumed by 
calves,” he said. 
Ozick pointed out that for­ 
mulas given to bottle-fed 
babies contain added lactose 
— milk sugar or com sugar, 
so the babies very early de­ 
velop a taste for sweets. 
In infancy, humans not only 
have taste receptors on the 
tongue but on the lips and in 
the throat, a fact which is sig­ 
nificant in development of 
later tastes, the dentist noted. 
“ Babies who are bottle-fed, 
and they perhaps represent 
the majority of infants, are 
being fed a sweet-tasting, 
high-carbohydrate diet from 
birth,” he said. 
“ These infants grow into 
toddlers who may very well 
desire sweets because of their 
previous feeding experience,” 
Ozick said. 
Canned baby foods also con­ 
tribute to further development 


of a sweet tooth, he said, be­ 
cause even foods which are 
naturally sweet have added 
sugar. 
“ By the time a child re­ 
aches the age of 3 or 4, a sug­ 
ar-consuming preference has 
been strongly ingrained in his 
eating habits,” he said. 
“ Unless steps to reverse 
this pattern are taken early 
and vigorously, it will remain 
a lifelong pattern tending 
toward dental disease, obesity 
and possiblv coronary disease 
later in life, ” Ozick said. 
He called upon dentists to 
try to influence school of­ 
ficials to remove candy 
m achines from school 
lunchrooms and to provide 
nutritious meals which do not 
contain excessive amounts of 
sweets.

Law enfo rcement o fficers thro ugho ut the 
state hav e been plagued by numero us 
cattle mutilatio n repo rts and last week the 
Misso uri Cattlemen’s Asso ciatio n ex tended 
its standing $2,000 reward pro gram fo r 
info rmatio n o n cattle rustlers to co v er the 
mutilatio n cases. 
Dr. Tay lo r Wo o ds, state v eterinarian fo r 
the Misso uri Department o f Agriculture, 
said his o ffice is wo rking hand-in-hand with 
Capt. C. C. Maddo x o f the Highway Patro l 
o n the repo rted mutilatio ns. 
Wo o ds said his o ffice has inv estigated 15 
cases in the past three mo nths but all were 
fo und to be “ natural o r disease deaths” 
with the mutilatio n o f the carcasses 
attributed to predato rs. / 
Due to the ex tremely deterio riated 
co nditio n o f mo st o f the carcasses, Wo o ds 
said, it was “ no t po ssible to diagno se the 
ex act cause o f death” in mo st cases. 
No human inv o lv ement was fo und in any 
o f the cases, he said, with the ex ceptio n o f 
o ne in which a v eterinarian o r so meo ne 
with similar training had attempted to 
determine the suspected cause o f death. 
Wo o ds said. 
Maddo x said the Patro l has wo rked with 
v ario us lo cal law enfo rcement o fficials o n 
eight o r nine repo rted cattle mutilatio n 
cases, mo stly in the no rth and no rtheast 
po rtio ns o f the state in the past three 
mo nths. 
He also said that due to the deterio ratio n 
o f the carcasses befo re they were fo und the 
cause o f death in mo st instances is

to

that 
“ ev idence (o f mutilatio n), if any , had been 
destro y ed o r was unreco gnizable.” 
Maddo x said he has co ntacted the Kansas 
Bureau o f Inv estigatio n abo ut similar 
pro blems there and that ev ery carcass 
ex amined at the Univ ersity o f Kansas 
sho wed death was due to natural causes.

Turnout disappointing 
at anti-crime hearing

JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo.

Are 
Missourians 
concerned about crime? 
Some members of the Mis­ 
souri Action Plan for Public 
Safety (M APPS) may have 
been wondering just that 
Tuesday night, as only 43 
persons showed up for the 
first of six hearings on anti­ 
crime recommendations. 
Six M APPS task forces, 
covering police, juvenile de­ 
linquency, criminal justice in­ 
formation, corrections, courts 
and community crime preven­ 
tion, have been meeting 
periodically since July, and 
they have developed various 
prelim inary anti-crime re­ 
commendations. Tuesday 
night’s three-hour hearing 
was the first of six to be held 
throughout the state to gather 
citizen reaction to the M APPS 
recom m endations, which 
range from registering 
handguns to a requirement for 
minimum standards for police 
officers. 
Michael D. Garrett, public 
safety director, said he was 
“ disappointed” with the turn­ 
out, and said he feared that it 
showed public disinterest in 
crime problems. He hoped, 
however, that interest would 
be created through Tuesday’s 
meeting and that more 
persons would turn out at the 
other hearings in Kansas City, 
St. Louis, Kirksville, Spr­ 
ingfield and Cape Girardeau. 
The 
Community 
Crime 
Prevention Task Force re­ 
commendation that handguns 
be registered and that a man­ 
datory prison sentence be 
given for the use of a handgun 
drew most of the comment. 
Michael McCabe, a member 
of the National Rifle Associ­ 
ation but speaking as an indi­ 
vidual, said handgun registra­ 
tion was not a practical or ef­ 
fective method of preventing 
or solving crime, and that if 
implemented its high costs 
would be a burden on the tax­ 
payers. 
“ You’ve picked one of the 
most expensive ones which 
has a very spotty track re­ 
cord,” McCabe said, in refer­ 
ring to the various crime con­ 
trol measures available to the 
task force.

State harvest 


ahead of 1974 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - 
The Missouri com, soybean, 
grain sorghum and cotton 
harvests are well ahead of 
harvesting at this time last 
year, the state Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service 
reports. 


Com was 78 per cent cut last 
week, soybeans 70 per cent 
harvested, grain sorghum 81 
per cent complete and cotton 
72 per cent. 


Winter wheat seeding was 
reported 74 per cent complete, 
and plowing or spring planted 
crops 31 per cent complete. 


Crime and an advisor to the 
task force, noted that half of 
all murders are committed 
with handguns.

William Lindsey, the organ­ 
izer of an anti-crime citizens 
group in Columbia, said he 
was “ aggravated by the 
libertarian attitudes of our 
corrections officials. 
“ We don’t want more parks 
that aren’t safe until there are 
enough prisons to hold all the 
crim inals,” he said. 
But Ewald Richter, a 
spokesman for the Missouri 
Bar Association, questioned 
Lindsey, “ Where are the good 
judges in Columbia supposed 
to send the crim inals?” 
“ Do you expect the judges 
to put the prisoners in their 
pockets and take them home 
with them?” Richter asked. 
He said it was up to communi­ 
ty residents to insure that jail 


space is available to keep 
criminals behind bars. 
A proposal requiring min­ 
imum training standards for 
police officers drew fire from 
Joe Rackers, mayor of the 
nearby village of Taos. 
He said the three part-time 
officers on his village police 
force would not have the time 
to meet the standards, and 
that the village’s budget of 
between $35,000 and $40,000 
would not be able to pay them 
after they completed their re­ 
quired police training. 
The importance of the 
M APPS recommendations 
was underscored by the last 
person to speak at the hear­ 
ing, Robert A. Hill, who is on 
parole from the Missouri 
Division of Corrections. 
“ I know what it is,” said 
Hill, who is now a student at 
Lincoln University. “ Please 
consider what you’ve heard 
tonight. It’s very important to

Mississippi Valley drawing more eagles 


CENTRALIA, 111. (AP) — It appears things are lo o king 
up fo r eagles, especially alo ng the Mississippi. 
“ Mo re and mo re eagles are co ming into the Mississippi 
Riv er Valley to fish,’’ say s Elto n Fawks, o ne o f the co un­ 
try ’s fo remo st specialists o n the winter habits o f the lo fty 
predato r. 
Mo st enco uraging, the 6 7 -y ear-o ld o rnitho lo gist say s, is 
that the ratio o f immature to mature eagles is climbing 
steadily , indicating greater breeding success in o utly ing 
nesting areas. 
Fawks, who has studied the bald eagle fo r 20 y ears and is 
a co nsultant to the Natio nal Wildlife Federatio n, recently 
published a o ne-day co unt o f eagles made early this y ear by 
mo re than 7 00 perso ns fro m St. Paul, Minn., to Tennessee. 
Acco rding to his figures, abo ut o ne-third o f all the bald 
eagles in the co untry no w turn to the Mississippi fo r winter 
fishing gro unds. 
Co nducted in February , the co unt reco rded 1,131 bald and 
16 go lden eagles alo ng the riv er and adjacent wildlife re­ 
fuges. 


Fro m 1962 to 1966 the av erage fo r the same area was 601 
eagles. Fo r 1967 thro ugh 197 1 the av erage ro se to 7 45 . Fo r 
the past three y ears the av erage sho o ts to 1,029-alm o st 
do uble the first. 


Nearly 30 per cent o f tho se sighted since 19 7 2 hav ebeen 
immature, co mpared with 20 per cent in the 19 6 2« perio d. 


In the past, mo st o f the birds were tho ught to hav e flo wn 
in fro m the no rthern Canada, Michigan, Wisco nsin and 
especially Minneso ta. But the latest figures sho w eagles 
fro m new areas are winging in.

Qu incy , admits, “It feels good 
to hav e a ho me of y ou r own.’’ 
Mr. and Mrs. Ross with their 
fou r teen-age children mov ed to 
Sedalia fro m Alaska in late 
Au gu st after Ro ss retired fro m 
the U. S. Army after 21 y ears 
serv ice He is now emp loy ed in 
civ il serv ice as su p erintendent 
of 
roads 
and 
grou nds 
at 
Whiteman 
Air Force 
Base, 
Knob No ster. 
Fo r Mrs. Ro ss, the hardest 
p art at military bfe was not 
p icking u p y o u r belongings and 
mov ing to new locations on 
short notice, bu t “say ing good­ 
by e. Ev en tho u gh y ou made so 
many friends, y ou can’t look 
back,” she said. Of cou rse, “y ou 
miss hav ing y o u r own fu rnitu re, 


bu t y ou know sooner o r later 
y ou ’ll get settled some day ,” 
Mrs. Ross added. 
Ross 
was 
statio ned 
in 
Orleans, 
France, 
(62 
miles 
sou th of Paris), when he met his 
f u t u r e 
w i f e , 
D e n i s e 
Theillau mas, who was working 
in a p ost office there. Mrs. Ross 
said, “He didn’t sp eak French 
and I didn’t sp eak English. I 
still 
wo nder 
how 
we 
got 
married.” They dated less than 
a y ear and were married there 
in 1956. Their first child, Su e, 
was born in 1957 . 
Later that y ear, they mov ed 
to Ft. Lewis, Wash., where 
Ross was p romoted fro m the 
rank 
of 
sp ecialist 
fiv e 
to 
sergeant. In 1959, they were 
transferred to Ft. Knox , Ky ., 
where Corinne, their second 
child, was born. Corinne is a 
senior at Sacred Heart High 
School. 
Verdu n Army Base, France, 
was their home for three y ears, 
beginning in 1960. Donald Jr., 


now 15 , and Richard, 14 , bo th

stu dents, were bo rn there. “My 
o ldest girls sp o ke French as 
well as English and the o ther 
children learned French as they 
did English,” Mrs. Ro ss said.

The co mmissio n , acco rdin g to its o wn 
in tern al memo s, su sp ected this fro m the 
b eg in n in g .

Dep artmen t two FBI memo s that co u ld n o t 
b e fo u n d in the co mmissio n ’s files. Staff 
atto rn ey Charles Shaffer, who later was to 
g ain n atio n al p ro min en ce as Jo hn Dean ’s 
Waterg ate 
lawy er, 
declared 
in 
a 
co n fiden tial memo : 
“I am mo rally certain that n either o f (the 
memo s) hav e b een tran smitted to (g en eral 
co u n sel J. Lee) Ran kin as they p ro p erly 
sho u ld hav e b een . Acco rdin g ly , I am 
distu rb ed that the Bu reau is co n du ctin g 
(an ) in v estig atio n an d n o t fu rn ishin g u s 
with the resu lts. 


“Kn o win g the Bu reau as we do , 1 su g g est 
the matter b e in fo rmally discu ssed with 
their rep resen tativ e in co n tact with the 
Co mmissio n . In this way , the matter can b e 
co rrected with the least amo u n t o f 
frictio n .’’ 


Ran kin rep lied in a han dwritten scrawl 
that he had “n o ted an d talked” with tjie 
FBI liaiso n man ab o u t the missin g 
do cu men ts o n Jan . 14, 19 6 4. No n etheless, 
hu n dreds o f in tern al memo s were withheld 
fro m the co mmissio n . 


The co mmissio n atto rn ey s also su sp ected 
— co rrectly , it n o w tu rn s o u t — that the 
FBI wasn ’t lev elin g with them ab o u t its 
co n tacts with the accu sed assassin , Lee 
Harv ey Oswald. 


On e o f them, No rman Redlich, n o w dean 
o f the New Yo rk Un iv ersity Law Scho o l, 
disco v ered a startlin g o missio n in an FBI 
su mmary o f the co n ten ts o f Oswald’s 
n o teb o o k. The FBI n eg lected to men tio n 
that o n e o f its ag en ts, James Ho sty , was 
listed in the n o teb o o k.

Ran kin in the strictest co n fiden ce o n Feb . 


13 ,19 6 4 : “I share ev ery o n e’s co n cern that 
this is a matter o f g reat imp o rtan ce.”

A week later, Ran kin wro te stern ly to the 
late FBI directo r J. Edg ar Ho o v er: “The

o missio n ,” in clu din g the n ames o f tho se 
who o rdered it. 


An o u trag ed Ho o v er fired b ack the 
asto n ishin g ex p lan atio n that Ho sty ’s n ame 
was o mitted b ecau se it wasn ’t n eeded b y 
the co mmissio n as an in v estig ativ e lead. 


Added Ho o v er crisp ly , if n o t co rrectly : 
“This Bu reau fro m the b eg in n in g o f this 
in v estig atio n has dev elo p ed an d rep o rted 
all av ailab le an d relev an t facts an d it will 
co n tin u e to do so .” 


Mean while, Dallas Co u n ty ’s b ig , shag g y 
district atto rn ey , Hen ry Wade, rep o rted to 
the Warren Co mmissio n that he had heard 
Oswald was an FBI in fo rman t. 
In side 
FBI 
headq u arters, 
Ho o v er 
ex p lo ded with rag e. He scrib b led so me 
sizzlin g co mmen ts ab o u t Wade, a fo rmer 
FBI u n derco v er ag en t, in the marg in s o f 
memo s which were n ev er sho wn to the 
co mmissio n . 


What he sen t to the co mmissio n was a 
swo rn , detailed affidav it den y in g that 
Oswald had ev er b een an FBI in fo rman t. 
Bu t this didn ’t satisfy o n e staff atto rn ey , 
Leo n D. Hu b ert Jr., who p o in ted o u t in a 
co n fiden tial memo : 


“Mr. Ho o v er’s affidav it ... co v ers his 
kn o wledg e, b u t it can o n ly do that. What, 
ab o u t an affidav it o f the head o f the 
secu rity div isio n at headq u arters, FBI, 
Washin g to n ? He sho u ld kn o w who is o r 
who is n o t an in fo rman t... 


“It sho u ld b e n o ted that p ay men t in 
mo n ey is n o t the o n ly way to en g ag e an 
in fo rman t. I do n o t thin k there is an y 
chican ery here; b u t fo r the sake o f a 
p erfect reco rd, refu tin g the ru mo r, I make 
these co mmen ts.” 


Ran kin tried to b rin g the co n flict with 
Ho o v er to a head, as g en tly as p o ssib le, o n 
March 26 , 19 6 4. Ran kin p raised the FBI 
chief fo r b ein g “mo st co o p erativ e,” an d 


then hit him with 3 0 b lo ckb u ster q u estio n s. 
“What was the FBI ev alu atio n o f 
Oswald? ... Why did the FBI make three 
attemp ts within eig ht day s (Oct. 29 to No v . 
5, 19 6 3 ) to lo cate Oswald? ... Were an y 
fu rther effo rts made b etween No v . 5 an d 
No v . 22 to lo cate Oswald, an d if n o t, why 
n o t?” 


Like b o mb s hittin g aro u n d a targ et, the 
q u estio n s almo st ex p lo ded the secrets that 
the FBI has b u ried fo r 12 y ears. Bu t 
Ho o v er, if he kn ew that Oswald had 
deliv ered a threaten in g n o te to the FBI 
o ffice in Dallas less than a week b efo re 
assassin atin g Presiden t Ken n edy , didn ’t 
•rev eal it to the Warren Co mmissio n . 


“At the o u tset,” wro te Ho o v er, “I wish 
to emp hasize that the facts av ailab le to the 
FBI co n cern in g Lee Harv ey Oswald p rio r 
to the assassin atio n did n o t in dicate in an y 
way that he was o r wo u ld b e a threat to 
Presiden t Ken n edy ... 


“In the ab sen ce o f an y in fo rmatio n 
sho win g Oswald to b e a p o ssib le threat to 
the Presiden t, there was n o b asis to in fo rm 
the Secret Serv ice co n cern in g Oswald’s 
p resen ce o r emp lo y men t in Dallas.” 
We hav e had access at least to so me o f 
the material that the FBI su p p ressed. We 
hav e fo u n d n o thin g that wo u ld chan g e the 
o fficial v erdict that Oswald, actin g alo n e, 
g u n n ed do wn Presiden t Ken n edy .

A motion to interv ene was ex pected to be filed tod ay by the 
other 23 major leagu e baseball clu bs. 
The su it, filed Tu esd ay , seeks to bar the play ers associa­ 
tion from su bmitting to arbitration the cases of two pitchers 
who are asking to be released from their reserv e clau ses and 
be d eclared free agents. 
1116 su it is intend ed to cou nteract griev ances which hav e 
been filed with the Play ers Relations Committee on behalf of 
pitchers And y Messersmith of the Los Angeles Dod gers and 
Dav e McNally of the Montreal Ex pos, who retired last Ju ne. 
The Play ers Relations Committee is a grou p of clu b own­ 
ers and general managers set u p to presid e ov er negotiations 
with play ers, regu lation of pensions and other matters. 
The su it contend s the play ers association has asserted the 
reserv e sy stem is an issu e which can be su bmitted to arbitra­ 
tion u nd er an agreement with major leagu e team owners 
signed Jan. 1,197 3. 
The Roy als asks the cou rt for a d eclaratory ju d gment that 
the issu es sou ght to be raised by the griev ances are not arbi­ 
trable. The clu b also seeks prelimnary and permanent in­ 
ju nctions barring the play ers association from su bmitting 
su ch issu es to arbitration. 
The reserv e sy stem permits each team to reserv e or con­ 
trol its relationship with all play ers whose contracts hav e 
been accqu ired by it u ntil the play er is trad ed or released 
from reserv ation. 
Ju d ge John W. Oliv er has been assigned the case.

TV blackouts 
Legislator 
wants facts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Rep. Torbert H. Macd onald , 
D-Mass., 
chairman 
of 
the 
Hou se commu nications su b­ 
committee, wants the sports 
leagu es to show him how the 
te le v ision a ntib la c kou t 
legislation hu rts them. 
Macd onald ’s d efiance is d i­ 
rected especially to the Na­ 
tional Football Leagu e. 
“Nobod y thinks the football 
leagu es are the bad gu y s,” he 
said last month, bu t for them 
to resist making the law per­ 
manent is, in his opinion, 
“chu tzpah at its highest.” 
Professional hockey and 
basketball giv e their v iews to­ 
d ay d u ring the first of three 
sessions on Macd onald ’s bill 
to make permanent the three- 
y ear-old law on the lifting of 
TV blackou ts. 
Don Ru ck, v ice presid ent of 
the National Hockey Leagu e, 
and Simon Gou rd ine, d epu ty 
commissioner of the National 
Basketball Association, were 
the sched u led witnesses tod ay 
along with Gerald S. Blu m, 
station manager of WQXI, At­ 
lanta. 
Pete Rozelle, NFL commis­ 
sioner, was set to appear 
Thu rsd ay with Baseball Com­ 
missioner Bowie Ku hn testi­ 
fy ing Frid ay . 
The antiblackou t law pro­ 
hibits home games of pro- 


fessional football, baseball, 
basketball and hockey from 
being blacked ou t on local 
commercial TV if they are 
sold ou t 72 hou rs in ad v ance. 
Besid es m aking the law 
permanent, the Macd onald 
bill wou ld change the 7 2-hou r 
cu toff for postseason games of 
baseball, basketball and 
hockey to 24 hou rs. 
Last week, Sen. John O. 
Pastore, D-R.I., chairman of 
the Senate commu nications 
su bcom m ittee, along with 
Sen. J. Glenn Beall, R-Md ., in­ 
trod u ced a bill to ex tend the 
cu rrent law for another three 
y ears. 
Macd onald lau nched into 
criticism of the NFL, ex press­ 
ing am azem ent that the 
leagu e is complaining it is 
harmed by the law. 
“I shed no tears for the NFL 
and their financial plight,” he 
said , cond emning the NFL’s 
claim that the antiblackou t 
has increased the nu mber of 
noshows at games as “propa­ 
gand a line” and a “friv olou s 
complaint.” 
“I d on’t really seee what 
bu siness it is of the football 
team what (a ticket hold er) 
d oes with the ticket — if he 
eats it or giv es it away or sells 
i t ... it d oesn’t seem to me that 
that affects the gate in any 
way ,” said Macd onald .

Rise in wheat exports 
means smaller reserve

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Wheat ex p o rts are ru n n in g 
ev en larger than p rev io u sly 
fo recast, mean in g that the 
U.S. bread grain reserv e will 
be su bstan tially smaller n ex t 
su mmer than go v ern men t ex ­ 
p erts hav e been p redictin g, 
desp ite a reco rd U.S. harv est. 
By n ex t su m m er, the 
Agricu ltu re Dep artmen t said 
Tu esday , the wheat sto ck p ile 
will be 365 millio n to 425 
millio n bu shels. Altho u gh that 
wo u ld ex ceed the Ju ly 1 in v en ­ 
to ries o f the p ast two seaso n s, 
it is less than the USDA had 
co u n ted o n . 
In a similar an aly sis Oct. 14, 
the dep artmen t p redicted a 
wheat “carry o v er” n ex t Ju ly 
1 at between 4 22 millio n an d 
572 millio n bu shels. Last Ju ly 
1 the in v en to ry was 319 millio n 
bu shels an d o n Ju ly 1, 1974, it 
was a 2 6-y ear lo w o f 247 
millio n bu shels. 
The reaso n fo r the n ew 
lo wer estimate is that ex p o rts 
hav e su dden ly ju mp ed. No w, 
USDA said, wheat ship men ts 
to fo reign co u n tries in all o f 
the 1975-76 seaso n are ex p ected 
to to tal 1.3 billio n to 1.4 billio n 
bu shels. Two week s ago tho se 
ship m en ts w ere p u t at 
between 1.15 billio n an d 1.35 
billio n bu shels. 
“Ou r ex p o rt p ro jectio n fo r 
wheat has been raised to re­ 
flect fu rther deterio ratio n o f 
the wheat cro p in so me im­ 
p o rtin g co u n tries, p articu larly 
the So v iet Un io n ,” the dep art­ 
men t’s Ou tlo o k an d Situ atio n 
Bo ard said.

U.S. grain sales to Ru ssia 
hav e been mo stly co m so far, 
with so me 232 millio n bu shels 
fo r 1975-76 deliv ery . That in ­ 
clu des abo u t 4 7 millio n 
bu shels an n o u n ced last week 
fo llo win g the liftin g o f an em­ 
bargo p laced o n fu rther sales 
to the So v iets last su mmer. 
Bu t Ru ssia did bu y abo u t 165 
millio n bu shels o f U.S. wheat 
in earlier tran sactio n s, p lu s 
abo u t 51 millio n bu shels o f 
barley . That adds u p to 
aro u n d 448 millio n bu shels o f 
U.S. grain p u rchased so far 
this seaso n by the So v iets. 
An d o fficials thin k that 
p o ssibly an o ther 200 millio n 
bu shels will be p u rchased.

Government to wrap up 
case against packing firm 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP)—After 
calling its two key witnesses, 
the government was expected 
to wrap up its case Wednes- 
dayy in the conspiracy and 
fraud trial of American Beef 
Packers’ (ABP) President 
Frank R. West. 
Taking the stand Tuesday, 
the 10th day of the trial, were 
two former ABP corporate of­ 
ficers, Thomas Clark and Wil­ 
liam Edwards. Both men 
were named as unindicted co- 
conspirators in the case. 
Clark, former vice presi­ 
dent of finance, said he found 
it “almost impossible” to stop 
the practice by which ABP 
had been diverting funds from 
its larg est cred ito r and 
mainline source of financing. 
Clark said he learned of the 
diversions several months 
after he joined ABP in June 
1974. 
West and Robert E. Lee, 
ABP vice president for live­ 
stock pro curem en t, a re 
charged with conspiring to 
defraud Midwestern livestock 
producers of more than $20 
million by purchasing cattle 
with bad checks. ABP and its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, 
Beefland International, Inc., 
of Council Bluffs, Iowa, are 
standing trial on charges of 
fraud by mail and wire. 
The government contends 
that the conspiracy culminat­ 


ed last Jan. 7, when ABP and 
Beefland filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy. 
Additionally, the govern­ 
ment charges that ABP of­ 
ficials diverted funds from 
their largest creditor, tried to 
accumulate operating funds 
before filing the bankruptcy, 
and made preferential pay­ 
ments to West and to some of 
his business associates, and to 
companies in which West held 
an interest. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert V. Denney is hearing 
the case without a jury. 
Under the financing agree­ 
ment between ABP and the 
General Electric Credit Corp. 
(GECC) of Stamford, Conn., 
GECC held a lien on nearly all 
of American Beef’s cash re­ 
ceivables as collateral for re­ 
vol vi ng c r e d i t . ABP 
customers were instructed to 
mail their payments to GECC 
lockboxes. 
Clark reinforced earlier 
testimony that ABP officials 
sometimes called customers, 
and asked to send their pay­ 
ments to ABP, rather than to 
GECC lockboxes. 
Clark said the reasons for 
the diversions included a 
speeding up of Collections and 
“sometimes we were short of 
cash. The company needed 
cash to operate its affairs on a 
day-to-day basis.” 


Clark said he was told by 
other ABP workers that the 
diversions had been taking 
place for up to two years 
before he joined the firm, and 
that ABP had a cash shortage 
problem the entire time he 
was there. 
Clark said he gave West 
several recommendations on 
methods of attempting to stop 
the diversions, including a 
halt on work being done on 
ABP’s new plant at a Dumas, 
Tex., but that West never 
followed up on the sugges­ 
tions. 
Clark said he tried to stop 
the diversions by attempting 
to get additional financing 
from GECC an other sources. 
Instead of bouncing last 
January, Clark said ABP 
checks would have been re­ 
turned in August and Septem­ 
ber of last year had the diver­ 
sions been stopped im ­ 
mediately at the time he 
learned of them. 
“It was almost impossible” 
to stop the practice, said 
Clark, “It was a treadmill you 
were on.” 
Clark’s attempts to gain 
new financing from GECC fell 
through when GECC learned 
of the diversions in mid- 
December of last year. 


On Jan. 6, Clark said he flew 
to Stamford to present a new 


financing a lte rn a tive to 
GECC. During the meeting. 
Clark said he told GECC that 
American Beef was prepared 
to file bankruptcy if GECC did
